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Fire Destroys Ralph A. White WOMAN BADLY 
Garage In Littlestown; Loss Is 
Between $75,000 - $100,000 
BURNED IN FIRE 
SATURDAY NIGHT! 


Fire, of undetermined origin, early Sunday morning de­ 
stroyed the Karage of Ralph A. White, Pontiac dealer, at 
North Queen and Locust streets, Littlestown, with a loss 
estimated at between $75,000 and $100,000, partially covered 
by insurance. 
The fire was discovered about I o’clock by Robert J. Stone- 
sifcr, Littlestown, as he was leaving the White home, across 
Locust street from the Karate. Littlestown firemen were 
called, and had the blaze under control until an explosion 
spread the flames and a portion of the roof caved in. 
Calls for outside assistance were sent out, and the Gettys­ 
burg fire department responded with its aerial ladder .truck, 
threo pumpers, and the service truck. Taneytown and Kings- 
cialc fire companies each sent a pumper. The alarm was 
sounded hen* at 1:30 o’clock. 
The fire is believed to have started on the second floor, 
used for the storage of automobile tires and parts. Four 
automobiles, one a 1952 model, the cash register and a few 
items of office equipment were saved before the flames raged 
out of control.

When a section of the roof over 
the south part of the building fell 
In. the bride wall on the front part 
of thla section toppled Into the 
street, knocking over a gasoline 
pump. Telephone and electric wires 
caught Are Employes of the Metro­ 
politan Brillion company cut the 
power lines, and ga* was shut off 
by employes of the Manufacturers 
Light and Ileal company. 
At the height of the blaze, the 
three pieces of equipment of the 
Alpha Fire company of Littlestown 
and 
pumpers

Klngsdale and Taneytown had 12 
streams of water on the building. 
Out of town equipment remained at 
the scene until after 4 o’clock; two 
Littlestown trucks remained until 
5 SO o’clock and another until 8 30 
a m The ruins of the south end of 
the building .smoldered most of Sun­ 
day. and a line of hose was attached 
to a tire hydrant on the square in 
the event that the flames broke out 
again 
Smoke Hampers Firemen 
Dense smoke from burning auto­ 
mobile tires hampered the firemen, 
and several were temporarily over­ 
come Smoke rose high In the air 
and fiamt* were visible for several 
miles Edward Warner.

Fifth Air Force planes flew only 
180 sorties Monday, far under the 
dally average. South Korean and 
American Mustang pilots and marine 
Corsair pilots cut North Korean rail 
line* a t 13 places. 
South African Mustang pilots re­ 
ported they killed an estimated 75 
reds In an attack on a Communist 
billeting area. 
American Mustang fliers said they 
destroyed or damaged 31 Commu­ 
nist troop or supply smelters.

If you plan to start flower or vege­ 
table seeds indoors this spring, be­ 
fore it is safe to sow them in the 
garden, don’t pave the way to fail­ 
ure by using inadequate equipment. 
Seeds can be sprouted on a moist 
piece of blotting paper, but they will 
not grow into plants without suffi­ 
cient soil, or soil substitute, to allow 
their roots to develop without crowd­ 
ing. Too small a seed box may be 
little better than the blotting paper; 
it will sprout the see*!-:, but cannot 
provide them with nourishment for 
growth. 
A stout wooden box which holds 
at least two inches of soil Is ade­ 
quate. The standard ‘ flat*’ used for 
the parjxjse is sold knock-down, In 
sizes from 14 x 21'n to 5 x 24 inches. 


If you did not bring some of your 
best garden top soil into shelter last 
fall, then dig it during the first thaw,

YES, GROW RESPBERRIES 
Red, black and purple varieties of 
raspberries furnish a succesMon of 
maturing fruit In summer that fits 
admirably into the housewife’s pro­ 
gram of quick-freezing and canning 
or into Hie commercial grow er s m ar­ 
keting plans, In fact, there are at 
least four sound reasons why gar­ 
deners and farmers should grow 
raspberries, along with other bram­ 
ble fruits. They are: 
I. Raspberries are a delicious fruit 
for immediate table use and for 


high ground, preferably on a north 
slope. Of course, east and south 
slopes produce earlier fruit but at 
tile same time they incur greater 
dangers from late spring frosts. 
Raspberries demand a deeply mel­ 
low’ loam that contains plenty of 
organic m atter to hold moisture 
Too, good drainage 
is essential.

NOTES ON DORMANT SPRAYING j 
Every owner of fruit and shade J 
trees, grape vines, bramble fruits, 
gooseberry and currant plants, blue­ 
berries, and ornamental shrubs, in­ 
cluding roses, should clearly under­ 
stand at this time of the year the 
full but limited purposes of dormant 
spraying. The necessity of such j 
knowledge is seen in five related 
facts: 
I. Dormant sprays are wholly 
ignored In many instances, particu­ 
larly by owners of but a few fruit 
and shade trees, shrubs and small 
fruits. 
2 At the other extreme many per­ 
sons looks on dormant spraying as 
a glorious cure-all that takes the t 
place of many other and equally as 
important cultural practices. 
3. Others forget the word "dor­ 
m ant.” and delay this essential work 
until buds begin to open or leaves 
appear at which time it is too late 
to apply safely these winter sprays. 
4. Often the work is done at the j 
right time with the proper kind and I 
strength of materials yet it is done 
carelessly, with a sort of literal hit- 
and-miss method. 
5. With vague aims in mind the 
owner often applies dormant sprays 
without definite knowledge of what 
insect enemies he Is combating and 
what diseases he Is trying to pre­ 
vent. with the unprofitable result 
that he uses the wrong kink of 
materials or the right materials at 
too weak a strength. 
No one hard-and-fast rule can 
be laid down as to why dormant j 
spraying is necessary For example, | 
on a particular plum tree th® ap- J 
plication may be needed solely to 1 
kill off a heavy Infestation of Ban 
Jose scales, while a few feet away 
several peach tree* I »‘ed a dormant I 
spray for the one purpose of pre­ 
venting leaf curl. In short, the 
tree owner must first know that j 
San Jose scales are infesting his 
plum tree Likewise he must know 
that leaf curl was severe last year 
on his peach trees.

It 
prevents leaf curl of peach trees 
and reduces brown rot of peaches 
and other stone fruits. With apples, 
especially when the application Is 
delayed until the buds show silvery , 
green, it destroys unhatched aphis 
eggs, kills scales, red bugs and the 
European mite, and reduces frog­ 
eye. It controls scales on gooseberry 
and current bushes and helps curb 
anthracnose of these two fruits. It 
provides control of scales on all I 
deciduous shrubs and shade trees J 
and aids in reducing blight of Lilacs. 
Many rose growers prefer a dor­ 
mant application of Bordeaux mix­ 
ture to help mildew, black-spot and 
rust. But if scales are present, one l 
of the miscible oils or lime-sulphur 
will be necessary. 
Dormant sprays cannot be em­ 
ployed on evergreen trees and shrubs 
because foliage injury will result, j 
Of course, it is not needed generally 
because, as already mentioned, it 
is not a cure-all. Growers who have

Abraham Lincoln's vfi.it to Gettys­ 
burg in 1863 is the topic of an 
article appearing In the February 
issue of The Express Messenger, 
publication of the department of 
personnel and public relations of 
the Railway Express Agency. 
Written by Dr Frederick Tdberg, 
historian for the local National 
Park. *whe story is titled "Lincoln 
At Gettysburg and sub-titled. ’On 
143rd 
Anniversary of Emancipa­ 
tor's Birth, Historian Recalls Events 
Attending Lincoln* Visit." 
Two pictures illustrate the article, 
one showing Gettysburg Railway Ex­ 
press Agent J. 8 Paxron and Driver 
William K Qslbert before the local 
Western Maryland railway station, 
where Lincoln disembarked from 
Hie train on November 18. 1863, and 
the other showing a passenger train 
of 1863 at the Gettysburg station 
which is labeled as the "type of 
locomotive and trail' which brought 
Lincoln from Washington to G et­ 
tysburg to deliver his famous ad­ 
dress.” 
Doctor Tilberg s article follows: 
‘ About two weeks before the dedi­ 
cation cf the National Cemetery at 
Gettysburg, President Lincoln indi­ 
cated his desire to attend the cere­ 
monies, Secretary of War Stanton 
arranged for a special train to ar­ 
rive in Gettysburg on the morning 
of November 19. 1863, the date of 
the dedication. Lincoln objected to 
this 
schedule, 
however, 
as 
he 
wanted to be certain that any un­ 
foreseen delay during the Journey 
would not result In his arriving 
late. Arrangements were made to 
have the train, consisting of four 
coaches, one of which was a direc­ 
tors car, leave Washington at noon 
on November 18 and arrive in Get­ 
tysburg about six o’clock that eve­ 
ning. 
The special was routed via the 


B Ac O to Baltimore, where a bag­ 
ge ie car was added so that lunch 
could be served enroute.
